The Courier-Journal's Joe Cire a - 
son reports that a national 
grocery chain has been directed 
to remove all sassafras roots 
from its shelves because it 
has been informed that sassa¬ 
fras tea lias been declared to 
have dirug-like effects on 
drinkers. And, comments Crea- 
son— 

"If sassafras tea really doe* 
have a ding effect, then thou¬ 
sands of Kentuckians, especi¬ 
ally those in rural areas, have 
been on a trip for years with¬ 
out ever knowing it. For tea 
bi-ewod from the aromatic roots 
of the sassafras tree has been 
a blood-thihning, system-ton¬ 
ing pick-me-up tonic that has 
been quaffed by perhaps seven 
generations of people in this 
state. 


LAST CHANCE FOR STRIP MINING 


(The New York Times) 

Human and environmental damage attrib¬ 
utable to (he coal industry has been stagger¬ 
ing. Tens of thousands of miners have been 
killed or crippled. Countless others cough 
out their shortened lives as victims of various 
respiratory diseases. 

Uncontrolled fires smoulder underground 
in abandoned mines. Surface lands subside 
and collapse because of worked-out mines be¬ 
low. Acids from mining operations drain in¬ 
to streams and rivers, polluting and ruining 
them. 

The destruction is getting worse. Surface 
mining, which “strips” the land of its topsoil 
and levels its trees to get at the coal, is a 
booming business. The new Federal law to 
make working conditions safer in the under 
ground mines has encouraged owners to shut 
down marignal mines and turn increasingly to 
stripping. The loss of soil-cover heightens the 
risk of flood, while loose topsoil chokes moun¬ 
tain streams. 

In response to this accellerating menace, 
President Nixon proposes a program of closer 
regulation by the states, with the Federal 
Government having back-up authority to in¬ 
tervene if necessary. The poor record of the 
slates on this problem is not encouraging, but 
an aggressive Federal-state program is worth 
one last try - . 


Strip-mine operators and major users of coal 
such as the Tennessee Valley Authority have 
to recognize that public patience is wearing 
thin and that if the President’s program of 
regulation and land reclamation docs not 
work, the alternative is to ban strip mining. 

Representative Heckler of West Virginia, a 
major strip-mining state, has already moved 
bo this position. Ho believes that strip mining 
is a traumatic attack on the environment, and 
that no amount of regulation or restoration 
can reconcile it with a decent attitude toward 
the land. Representative Hechler and 27 other 
Congressmen from fourteen states have intro¬ 
duced a bill to phase out all strip mining in 
six months. 

Genuinely strict regulations could conceiv¬ 
ably prevent the worst abuses. For example, 
the Secretary of the In'erior could prohibit 
strip mining on the steep Appalachian Moun¬ 
tain slopes of West Virginia and Kentucky by 
ruling that no state could allow stripping on 
slopes of more than a certain number of de¬ 
grees. An effectively enforced land reclama¬ 
tion program eoui.l make m any strip-mining 
operations uneconomical. 

If strip-mine operators are not to go the 
way of the employers of child labor and the 
sweatshop manufacturers of yesterday, then 
they will have to cooperate in a thorough re¬ 
form of industry practices. President Nixon's 
program is their last chance.

WASHINGTON, D C. — The 
House Agriculture Committees 
tobacco division on Tuesday ap- 
provd a resolution authorizing 
further delay in proclaiming 
hurley tobacco acreage allot¬ 
ments for 1971, despite ques¬ 
tions raised by Kentucky’s Rep. 
Tim Lee Carter. 

And the full House and Sen¬ 
ate Tobacco Committee was 
due to consider the matter later 
this week, possibly Wednesday 
or Thursday. 

Under current law, the Secre¬ 
tary of Agriculture is required 
to proclaim the allotments by 
March 1—next Monday—unless 
the delay is approved to permit 
Congress time to act on a pro¬ 
posed poundage quota system 
for this year's crop. 

It was the possible effect of 
such a system on small-crop 
farmers that raised Carter’s 
questions. 

Carter, representative of the 
5th District, suggested that the 
plan would harm the small 
farmer and suggested that the 
Agriculture Department sup¬ 
port some protection for small 
growers from production cut¬ 
backs. 

Joseph J. Todd, deputy di¬ 
rector of the department’s to 
bacco division, said it would be 
difficult to assess the proposal's 
effects on small farmers, but 
said he personally support its 
adoption. 


Tobacco interests are urging 
approval of the poundage plan 
because they say it would be a 
more effective means of curb¬ 
ing production, to assure mat 
burley supplies are more near¬ 
ly in line with demand. 

Currently, the secretary cuts 
acreage allotments to attempt 
to check production, ut no al¬ 
lotment of one-half acre or less 
can be reduced. Under the 
poundage plan, all reductions 
would be effective across the 
board. 

The proposed elimination of 
the minimum allotment feature 
has caused Carter to raise ques¬ 
tions about the poundage plan 
In his district, 57 per cent of 
the allotments are protected 
from any reduction. 

“Wouldn’t it (the poundage 
plan) hurt the status of the 
small farmer a great deal?” 
Carter asked Todd. 

“That’s hard to say,” Todd 
replied. The effect on the 
small farmer would depend on 
whether he had income from 
other activities on his farm, 
Todd said. 

Favors Cuts For All 

In reply to another question, 
he said it is possible that a 
poundage plan could contribute 
to the migration from rural to 
urban areas.
